Blessed relief from a prolonged 
and torrid heat wave came to Penn­ 
sylvanians today. 
A fter six days of oven-like tem ­ 
peratures far above normal, cool 
breezes tum bled the m ercury from 
the high 90’s down into the pleas­ 
antly mild 60’s over most of the 
state.

Canadian-produced air mass de­ 
scended on the eastern seaboard 
and blackjacked the heat wave. 
In the Philadelphia area, the 
tem perature was not expected to 
go above 84 
today—a 
pleasant 
reading after six straight days in 
the upper 90’s. 
A low of 63 degrees was recorded 
this m orning at the U. S. weather 
station at International airport.

Japanese Police 
Raid Red Quarters 


Raid I* Made On Tokyo National 
Headquarters Of Japan's 
Communist Party 


TOKYO. Aug. 1,— (INS'— Police 
seized eight bundles of documents 
today in a raid on the Tokyo na­ 
tional 
headquarters 
of 
Japan’s 
Communist party. 
The raid, which lasted an hour 
and a half, was carried out for the 
announced purpose of obtaining 
evidence relating to illegal news­ 
print deals involving the official 
Communist daily newspaper Aka- 
hata. 
It was the first police raid on 
Communist headquarters since the | 
war. 
The piolice came to the building, 
equipped with scaling ladders and 
huge m allets to break windows, but 
there was no resistance by the 
Communists. 
Party officiais led small groups 
of police investigators into and 
through the headquarters and an 
adjoining building used as a print­ 
ing plant.

Census Burean 
Gels Ready For 
Big Year In’SO 


County Residents Will Have 
A Lot Of Questions To 
Answer Next Year 


In less than a year now census 
takers will be knocking at the 
doors of Lawrence county resi­ 
dents seeking all kinds of infor­ 
m ation from how many persons are 
living in the house to how much 
money they are making. 
Census taking has become quite 
a huge task in this country and 
over 
165.000 
persons, 
receiving 
from $200 to $800 apiece for their 
efforts, are expected to help Uncle 
Sam with the ’50 census. 
Trial runs are bing made in vari­ 
ous parts of the country to see 
which type of census is the better, 
a rather long form that will take 
about an hour and ten minutes per 
home or a shorter form that will 
take about 40 minutes 
Regardless of which one they 
choose it’s a sure thing that each 
family in the county will have a 
lot of questions to answer when 
the census taker reaches the home. 
Wants Income Figure* 
Not only does the census bureau 
want to know full population data 
but it also wants to know about 
auch m atters as housing, occupa­ 
tions, amount of schooling and a 
great stock pile of other material, 
including incomes. 
The question on incomes and 
women’s ages probably meet with 
the stiffest resistance of any ques­ 
tions asked. It requires a lot of 
tact and patience to wiggle the 
true facts from many of the per- 
aons interviewed 
Homes in which the census taker 
finds it hard to enter are the ex­ 
ception rather than the rule in the 
United States. Some housewives 
seem to be a little cautious at first, 
fearing a sales trick, but as soon 
as confidence has been established 
the interviewer receives the great­ 
est cooperation. 
Some homes welcome the enu­ 
m erator with open arms, handing 
him (or her» family albums, show­ 
ing the family hobbies and even 
Inviting him to stay for dinner. 
Not Named Yet 
Census takers for the Lawrence 
county area have not yet been an­ 
nounced. but many of them will be 
housewives or other residents of 
the community that they will inter­ 
view. 
The 1940 figures show that 96,- 
877 persons resided in Lawrence 
county. New Castle with 47,638 
persons and EUwood City with 10,- 
903 were the largest centers of 
population. 
Figures obtained in 1950 ara ex­ 
pected to be somewhat higher in 
the district due to the increased 
num ber of mills and other busi­ 
ness establishments set up here in 
the past ten years.

“It’s not my vanity, my dear, it's 
just that my age is my own busi­ 
ness,” Miss Griffies said with a sly 
smile as we sat in the drawing 
room of the mid-town hotel apart­ 
ment where she makes her home 
with her actor husband, Edward 
Cooper. 
In "Miss Liberty,” this English- 
horn actress plays the most raf­ 
fish, thoroughly disreputable old 
harridan that Broadway has seen 
in years.

The air force will enlarge its 
aviation cadet program thle fall 
by opening an Aviation Cadet Nav­ 
igator 
school 
at

Force Base. Huston. Texas, M-Sgt 
Charles P. Walsh announced today

to 
train navigators needed for air 
crews of the latest types of trans 
ports and bombers, will be pat 
terned after the aviation cadet 
pilot program in eligibility require­ 
ments and training.

provimately 100 students will b© 
enrolled in each class 
During their year of instruction

For this purpose, the 
air force will use a new type of

To be eligible for aviation cadet 
training, men must be between the 
ages of 20 and 26V2, must be U. S. 
citizens, and may be either m ar­ 
ried or single. They must have at 
least two yeari of college or the 
ability to pass an equivalent ex­ 
amination. The qualifications for 
navigator training are the same 
as for pilot training except for 
vision and hearing requirem ents, 
which are more stringent in the 
pilot training physical examina­ 
tion than in the physical exam for 
navigator«.
